We give this morning the concluding de- 
clean delivered by the Supreme Court on 
Tuesday. 
In Grant wa. Crosby the Court decides 
what the parchaser of a homestead under the 
act of 1868 holds the land aubject to judg- 
menis against the head of the family at the 
time of purchase founded on contracts en- 
tered into before 1863. : 
In Moye vs. Walters the Court ruled that 
although a hu. baad buys property with his 
wife’s money, the presumption is‘that the 
property is his until the contrary is shown.

The large proportion contributed by the 
Southern States to the wealth of the country 
hes lately been put in strong l'ght by the 
statistics of trade of thecity of New York, 
published by the Chamber of Commerce. 
The exports of New York for the year ead- 
ing June 80, 1878, were, in round numbers, 
ot the value of $650,000,000. Of this the 
South contributed in cotton alone $327,000, - 
000, orone-third. Cotton, be it remembered, 
is Only one, though the most important, of 
our market products. New York is also only 
one, though the largest, port through which 
it seeks export, and, finally, in this statement 
is notincludedthe quantity of the staple 
which is furnished by us t) the factories of 
the North. 

The Herald calls attention to the im- 
portance of ithe South to the common weal 
and moralises on the maduess of neglecting 
the South, or, as is the case, of subjecting 
much of it to crushiag misrule. This fact is 
but one of many evidences that the time is 
coming fast when the people of the North 
will recognize in their own loss of prosperity 
the injuries they have allowed a party to in- 
flict on Southern States.

The New Herse Disease. 


One-half of the horses in the city of New 
York are said to be suffering from the new 
equine malady, and the horse doctors are 
at loggerheads concerning it. One calla it 
the usual spring fever; another, a mod- 
ified form of the pinkeye,“ and till 
another pronounces it a sort of horse-dys- 
pep:ia. The opinion is, hcwever, rapidly 
gaining ground in the New York stables, 
that it is a species of catarrhal fever. In all 
cases, 80 far, the kidneys have been affected 
and the loins constricted. There has been a 
abrinking of the lower parte, and an Inelina- 
tion to lie down. 

The strange fact has been developed in 
New York that the disorder does not attack 
young horses. Horses below eight years of 
age are acarcely affected by it; and females 
are leas susceptible to it than males. Out of 
seventy—one horses affected by the disease on 
the Eighth avenue line, fifty-two were over 
twelve years of age, and not one was under 


seven years. 


The real nature of the disease is still 
in dispute. It is certainly spreading. 
and many* predict that it will 
become as wide-spread as the epizootic. 
But it is not as destructive. The animal 
suffers cons derable p:ia, alternated some- 
times with colic spasms, bat with good care 
and freedom from work, he is very sure to 
recover. Comparatively few have died out 
of the large number attacked in New York.

The report of Judge Lawrance, chairman 
of the House Committee on War Claims, to 
said committee on the general subject of 
war Claims, was considered, and after con- 
siderable modification authority was given to 
report the same to the House. Messrs. 
Hazleton, Mellish, Scudder, Wilson and Hol- 
man signed a statement to the effect that,

This statement is not signed by 
Messra Kellogg, Smith, Barria, and Morrison, 
though it ls not understood that they will 
make apy report on the subject. The con- 
clusion arrived at by Judge Lawrence is that 
the Government is not legally bound to make 
cumpensation for property used, occupied, 
damaged or destroyed in the late Mer by the 
‘Waited States forces; but that what- 
ever is done is to be considered as an act of 
grace and mercy.
